became known today, 
fn fact, it is said 
the men on the Howanmore owe tlieir 
lives t^ tlie precautions taken by the 
(Germans and the skill with which their 
operations were carried oul. 


Fhiring the twenty-minute pursuit of 
the steamer the submarine's shots were 
nimed 
accurately 
astern 
to 
limit 
the 
danger to the crew, which was congrega- 
ted nt the bow. 
The Rowanmore was 
hit ten times, the last shell disabling 
the propeller. 
The submarine ceased fir- 
ing. the report continues, immediately 
it was observed the Rowannu)re had de- 
creased her speed and abandoned the ef- 
fort to escape. 


No shots were fired at the raen in the 
boats. 
Just before .she stopped the Ro- 
wanmore hoisted a signal, but it was 
impossible to read it from the subma-

Such is Story Emanating 
from Portland—Will Be 
Sold Monday. 


A story originating at Portland tluit 
ii plan is on foot for the junking of +he 
C., B. & C. railroad which operates from 
Huntington to Portland has caused no 
little excitement in the towns through 
which 
the 
road 
passes. 
The 
report 
started as the result of a remark made 
by an employe of the company to the 
effect that scrap-iron dealers have been 
inspecting the property during the past 
couple of weeks. 
In view of the fact 
tliat the road is to be sold in Hunting- 
ton on Monday, November 20, it is be- 
lieved that the junk dealers will submit 
bids with a view of tearing the road 
up and junking it. 
In their inspection 
of the property they have made very 
careful estimates of the "old iron value" 
oi the rails and the rolling stock and 
even have figured on the possible "sal- 
vage" in selling^'the right-of-way back 
tc the farmers along the line. 


According to the story from Portland 
a number of scrap-iron dealers are pool- 
ing together 
to pull 
this deal 
with 
"ready cash" in an effort to stampede 
tlie court into a sale without commit- 
t i i ^ themselves to operate the road.

DIES I N J U L A N D 


Sienkiewicz Had Devoted 
Efforts to Polish Relief 
Work. 


'New York, Nov. 16.—Henry Sienkie- 
wicz, the Polish novelist, best known in 
this coimtry as the author of "Quo Va- 
dis," is dead at Vevay Switzerland, ac- 
cording to a cable dispatch received here 
today by the Polish victim relief com- 
mittee. 
He had devoted much of his 
time recently to Polish relief Avork. 
. The announcement of his death came 
from a man 7iamed Rabinowitz, who is 
a member of the Polish commission at 
Lausanne, 
Switzerland. 
The 
message 
said the novelist died suddenly in a Ve- 
vay hotel yesterday. 
Born of a Lithua- 
nian family at Okreya, Podlasia, about 
74 years ago, Sienkiewicz removed 
to 
Poland because of the Russian war and 
was educated at the University of War- 
saw. 
His later travels brought him to 
the United States and. took him into 
central Africa. 
"The Knights of 
the 
Cross' and "Children of the Soil" are 
two of his more widely read books. 


Sienkiewicz' last message received in 
this country, according to the 
Polish 
commission here, reached the Red Cross 
headquarters in Washington Nov. 4, con- 
veying the information that the birth 
rate in Poland had dropped to 100 for 
every 240 deaths. - A terrible malady 
had appeared, he sent Avord, its symp- 
toms preceded by blindness, and the fa- 
talities were being increased by cholera 
and typhoid, which in certain districts 
were decimating the population.

Half the Workers in Some 
Districts in Czar's 
pire Are Women. 


Petrograd, Russia, Nov. 4.—The im- 
perial duma has had under consideration 
a bill providing for the appointment of 
forty women as inspectors of factories. 
Thi.s bill was introduced in 
February, 
1913, by the Moscow deputy, M. ]M. 
Novikoff, and was initiated by the Mo-s- 
cow branch 
of 
the 
League 
of 
Equal 
Rights for Women. 


The inspection of all factories and 
workshops by women is in contempla- 
tion. 
At its inception only the inspec- 
tion of minors was provided for, a mat- 
ter for which women are peculiarly fit- 
ted. 
Thereafter, the protection of labor 
through factor.y inspection was e.xtended 
also to woman workers. 


The work of women in our indus- 
tries threatens to bear hard on the work 
of men. 
As long ago aa 1908 a census 
was taken of the increase, both relative 
and absolute, of the number of woman 
workers in our factories and workshops. 
The increase in the number of woman 
workers exceeded the total increase of 
workers, which shows that, in certain 
industrie?, the work of women is di.s- 
placing the work of men. 


And women's work is steadily finding 
its way into the more arduous indus- 
tries. 


In the first decade of the twentieth 
century 
the 
nimiber 
of 
women 
em- 
ployed in metallurgicai industries dou 
bled; in industries engaged in the man 
ufacture of metal object.^^ the ntmiber 
of woman workers increa.sed one atid a 
half times, and in chemical 
industries 
Íwhich are younger) it more than dou- 
bled. 


In 1900 2.^ per rent of the factory 
workers were women , in 190S ?,l per 
cent, and in 1912 
per cent. 


The war has quickened thi.^ process, 
has made it conspicuous.

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State Highway 
Department 


One of the newly-elected members of the legislature from Indian- 
apolis is already framing for introduction a bill to create a state high- 
way department, modeled along the lines suggested by the highway 
bureau of the department of agriculture, in order that Indiana may 
share in the federal appropriation, for good roads. 
There will no 
doubt be other bills of similar character and like purpose, and it will 
be up to the state solons to select the best one or to evolve an al- 
together different measure embodying the better points of each of 
them. 


Past opposition to the creation of a state highway department has 
been,general and pronounced, chiefly because it was feared that its 
machinery might be expensive, its control too highly centralized, and 
that it would be too little disposed to give hearing to residents and 
property owners along the roads regarding improvements. 
"Within 
the past fe4- years the state highway bureau idea has gained many 
friends, particularly among those who have come to realize that re- 
turns from expenditure for road improvement are infinitely greater 
when road improvement is scientifically and systematically done, than 
when the piecemeal, haphazard plan is followed, and when, as was 
the case in many instances, it was followed without competent direc- 
tion and without sufficient care. 


It is freely admitted on every hand that there has been tremend- 
ous waste in raad-building through both incompetence and neglect. 
There will be agreement that recent progress toward betterment has 
been conspicuous, and there will be a general desire for its con- 
tinuance. 
The opportunity to secure federal aid that amounts to 
$135,000 for the first year, $270,000 for the second year and an in- 
creasing sum for the succeeding years is one which Indiana has no de- 
sire to spiu-n, and we trust there may be compliance with the terms 
under whifh it ma\- be obtained. 
So splendid a state as Indiana 
should be first in higjnvay improvement as in everything else.

"However,

These two 
rauscs I may call 'individual cornering' 
:'r.d 'social cornering.' 


"By 'individual cornering,' I 
meaix 
the conscious action of one individual or 
a group of individuals to monopolue 
some of the products upon which the 
people are dependent. 
This occurs when 
a group of dealers restrict the sale of 
eggs or when a great trust undertakes 
to control some primary product. There 
is much evidence that this has been 
operating in the present crisis. 
The 
department of justice is now directing 
its investigations along this line. 


"Of greater importance as a cause of 
high prices is 'social cornering' by which 
the use of the land and natural 
re- 
sources is so restricted that there is a 
n7aladju6tment of 
national 
opportuni- 
ties. 
The holding out of use of land 
wliich any human being can utilize is 
equivalent to a corner, not only in th«» 
land itself, but also in all the products 
nhic'ti might 
be 
obtained 
from that 
land! 


"The great problem of the nation is 
In secure the maximum utilization of its 
land and natural resources by its peo- 
ple. 
If all the available farm land in 
the United States should be put to effi- 
cient- 
use, 
there 
would be no such 
prices! 


"it is of the greatest importance that 
the wage standard of all classes of labor 
bp adjusted to meet the rapid increase 
in the cost of living. A nation is burn- 
ing the candle at both ends when it 
fails at their standard of living, 


"But where the welfare of the entire 
business fabric of the nation is depend- 
ent upon its laborers, not only as pro- 
ducers but as consumers of its products, 
the 
most 
elemental 
business 
policy 
would peem to dictate that this problem 
should take precedence over all others."

McChord is Determined to 
Have Coal Cars Sent 
Back Promptly. 


Louisville, Ky., Nov. 16.—Comment- 
Ing upon the apparent failure of several 
carriers to fully observe informal in- 
structions for the return of foreign coal 
cars to the owning roads, Commissioner 
C. C. McChord, of the interstate com- 
merce commission, said today that con- 
tinticd laxity in this connection would 
result in drastic action. 


Today when called upon for reports 
be to what their lines had done to carry 
out the informal instructions, counsel 
for a number of carriers reported that 
L-ars were being returned to certain lines 
and that the "carservice rules were be- 
ing lived up to;" or that they had not 
understood the commissioners' instruc- 
tions to apply to roads which had on 
their lines fewer coal cars than they 
¡>wned. 
"The commission," said Mr. Mc- 
Chord, "does not want to do anything 
drastic. 
It has preferred to achieve its 
tobjects through argument with the car- 
riers, b\it it seems that this method is 
not meeting with success, and I am less 
sanguine than I was a few days since 
that efforts along this line will be auc- 
ressful. 
The railroads do not seem to 
trust each other, they do not want to 
take eacii other's word. 


"If the commission is forced to take 
drastic measures it will be done and I 
will serve notice now that I am done 
issuing informal requests and that next 
instructions you get unless those al- 
ready given are complied with will be 
in the form of formal orders from the 
full commission."

SÜLTANEIATEDAT 


Hopes for Ratification of a 
New Agreement With 
Germany. 


Amsterdam, Nov. 16.—A Constantino- 
ple dispatch says the sultan opened par- 
liament in the presence of the cabinet 
and the German ambassador 
with a 
speech from the throne in which he re- 
ferred to the Turkish victories at the 
Dardanelles and eulogized the achieve- 
ments of Turkish troops in all theater.^ 
of war. 


The sultan said that after the aboli- 
tion of the capitulations, granting extra 
territorial rights to foreigners, Turkey 
began negotiations with Germany in re- 
gard to an agreement to regulate their 
legal relations on the basis of European 
laws and the principle of reciprocity. 
He hoped the agreement would soon be 
ratified. 


PRAISES HIS TROOPS. 


Berlin, 
Nov. 
16.—A 
Constantinople 
dispatch says that in the speech from 
the throne the 
sultan dwelt 
oh 
the 
achievements of the Turkish troops at 
the Dardanelles, at Kut-el-Amara and 
in Persia, saying: 
"One of our aims in 
the war is to obtain good conditions for 
the free evolution of Persia." 
Turkish 
soldiers, he continued, had freed Ker- 
manshah and Hamadan from the- Rus- 
sians and were approaching Teheran. 


"Our troops fighting in Yemen (south- 
western Arabia) far from the father- 
land," 
the 
sultan 
continued, 
"have 
driven the British army to the district 
of Aden. Troops fighting in Tripoli un- 
der command of Turkish oflicers have 
inflicted defeats on the enemy."

Plate railroad, is carrying one of the 
coins about. 
It was received by tihe 
Nickel Plate station agent at Payne, 
Ohio, on election day in exchange for 
a railroad tlcjcet to Fort Wayne. 
The 
coin was broken in two In a Cleveland 
Bank and retumeQ to the railroad com- 
panypany, labeled "counterfeit." 


The broken and valueless dollar was 
turned over to Bonk by railroad au- 
thorities.

the rounded. c(lges of the mold. When 
closely inspected. 
Glass is the principal 
mineral used in the nlaking of the coii^ 
which is coated with silver. 
It has a 
"ring" wliich makes it hard to detect 
from the real product of Uncle Sam.

Spread of Disease May 
Be Prevented.

Dr. J. H. Gilpin, secretary to the 
board of health, gave the following pre- 
cautions Thursilay, to be fuilowed by 
way of preventing diphtheria reign la 
Fort Wayne. 


"Take children out of school the min- 
ute they are discovered to have sore 
throat." 


"Call in* !i physician. 
l>o not take 
chances by trying tlie old home reme- 
dies. 
Diplitheria 
may 
develop in ii 
day." 


"Keep the sick children at home. 
Do 
not let them visit neighbors" children 
or parents of other children. 
Isolation 
is the only method of stopping spread oi 
the disease. 


"Do not allow tlie child to play witli 
other children until he or slie has been 
examined by tlie health board and pro- 
nounced cured." 


"Do not invite bad colds by getting 
very warm and cooling otT too rapidly." 


Keeping the body at an even tenipei- 
ature is not a matter of heavy under- 
wear, Dr. Gilpin adds. 
Cliildren in the 
class room all day do not need to wear 
woolens. 
They are the more likely to 
take cold by allowing their bodies to bo 
overheated by heavy garments while .in 
the warm room. 
A warm wrap, wh.-n 
they <ro out of doors, is more essential.

Government Competition is 
About Only Thing That 
Has Succeeded.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—In view 
of the higli co.st of living agitation—and 
that is the principal agitation today in 
Washington—the success and failure of 
the different remedies employed by the 
federal government in meeting the ques- 
tion has been reviewed by the officials 
of the various departments with the re- 
sult that one method of price-control has 
been found to show beneiicial results, 
namely, control by government^compe- 
tition.

15.—Reflect- 
ing the interest of the country at large 
are resolutions coming into Washington 
from trade bodies requesting further ac- 
tion by the chamber of commerce of the 
United States on the railroad situation. i 
The requests are a forerunner of a meet- I 
ing of 'the chamber's national council to | 
be held in Washington the latter part of j 
next week at which there promises to ' 
be a vigorous discussion of all phases of 
the railroad controversy including pro- 
posed nnti-strike legislation. 


In addition to the national 
council 
meeting November 17 and 18 provision 
has been made b.y the national chamber 
for a committee to study the railroad 
problem in all phases pursued by the 
joint congres-sional committee of which 
Senator Xewlands is chairman and which ! 
is to convene in Washington, NoAembcr 
,'20. 


Prominent Organizations Act. 


The petitions from trade organizations 
appear to represent no particular section 
of the United States more than another, 
and national as well as local bodies are j 
bping heard from. Many are in response J 
to a broadcast invitation from the Rail- i 
way Business association and the Xew | 
York Merchants' association 
to 
other 
commercial bodies to join in a request 
for action by the national chamber. 


The Railway Business association favors 
an investigation upon correction of de- 
fects in the system of railway regula- 
tion. 
They advocate especially that the 
national government should on behalf of 
the states regulate instmmentalities of 
inter-state 
commerce 
except in those 
spheres which are distinctively stated. 


Also that congress, in order to keep 
regulation close to the people, should 
create regional sub-commissions, appoint- 
ed by the president and subordinate to 
th»<nter-state commerce commission, to 
conduct administration over areas corre- 
sponding to traffic movement. Finally, it 
is recommended that congress 
having 
chosen to leave to private capital 
the 
function of providing the people Avith rail 
highways, should insure reasonable ex- 
tensions of such highAvays into 
n e A v re- 
gions as Avell as the improA'ement of ex- 
isting roads by declaring it by statuta the 
j)oliey of the government to permit such 
a system of rates as will yield earnings 
sufTicient to attract investment for neAv 
construction.

copies of a pamphlet containing the reso- 
lutions adopted by the association in sup- 
port of the plan for preventing the in- 
terruption, by strike, of the operation of 
public utilities, together Avith an outline 
by Henry R. ToAvnc, of Ncav York, tell- 
ing how the plan jnight be carried into 
effect. 


Briefly, it jirovides for the enforcement 
of a contractual relation between employ- 
ers and employes on public utilitis. 
It is 
suggested not so much as a final solution 
of this important question, although the 
Merchants' 
association 
hopes it 
may 
prove to be such a solution, but as a 
means of bringing the matter forward for 
discus.sion. 
1'hc association has asked 
the chamber of commerce of the United 
States to i^ubmit the question to its con- 
stituent members in the form of a refer- 
ciiduin in order that the sentiment of the 
business men of the country may be as- 
certained. 
ft has also asked other organ- 
izations to join in requesting such a refer- 
endum.

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State Highway Department 


One of the newly-elected members of the legislature from Inflian- 


•polis is already framing for introduction a bill to create a state high- 
way department, modeled along the lines suggested by the highway 
bureau of the department of agriculture, in order that Indiana may 
share in the federal appropriation. for good roads. There will no 
doubt be other bills of similar character and like purpose, and it will 
be up to the state solons to select the best one or to evolve an al- 
together different measure embodying the better points of each of 
them. 


Past opposition to the creation of a state highway department has 


been general and pronounced, chiefly because it was feared that its 
machinery might be expensive, its control too highly centralized, and 
that it would be too little disposed to give hearing to residents and 
property owners along the roads regarding improvements. Within 
the past few years the state highway bureau idea has gained many 
friends, particularly among those who have come to realize that re- 
turns from expenditure for road improvement are infinitely greater 
when road improvement is scientifically and systematically done, than 
when the piecemeal, haphazard planvis followed, and when, as was 
the case in many instances, it was followed without competent direc- 
tion and without sufficient care. 


It is freely admitted on every hand that there has been tremend- 


ous waste in road-building through both incompetence and neglect. 
There will be agreement that recent progress toward betterment has 
been conspicuous, and there will be a general desire for its con- 
tinuance. The opportunity to secure federal aid that amounts to 
$135,000 for the first year*, $270,000 for'the second year and an in- 
creasing sum for the succeeding years is one which Indiana has no de- 
sire to spurn, and we trust there may be compliance with the terms 
under'which it may be obtained. So splendid a state as Indiana 
should be first, in highway improvement as in everything else.

"By 'individual cornering,' I mean 


the conscious action of one individual or 
i group of individuals to monopolize 
some, of tho products upon which the 
people are dependent. This occurs when 
i group of dealers restrict the sale of 
eggs or when a great trust undertakes 
to control some primary product. There 
ia much evidence that this has been 
operating in the present crisis. Tho 
department of justice is now directing 
its investigations along this line. 


"Of greater importance as a cause o 


high prices is 'social cornering' by whicl 
the use of the land' and natural r« 
sources is so restricted that there is a 
maladjustment of national opportuni- 
ties. 
The holding out of use of land 


which any human being. can utilize is 
equivalent to a corner, not. only in the 
land itself, but also in all the products 
which might be obtained from that 
land!
